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Q. What “morning after” products are available when a 
condom breaks or you just forget to pull out?

You know the market is miserable and we know it but the 
question is “What the hell are we going to do about it?” 


You have two choices 1) be in the stock market or 2) get 
the hell out! 


If you are about to retire, or need to live off the money in 
your portfolio sometime in the next five years, you might 
consider getting out of stocks altogether and looking for 
safer alternatives. But if you have no intention of slow- 
ing down and moving into a senior citizen enclave in the 
near future, stay in the market. You must remember the 
market goes up and down and up and down—but 10% 
to 12% historical returns of stocks are average returns, 
taken over years. So you have to be in the market for 
years to get those averages. With that in mind, here are 
a few basics that may help in getting those returns: 


vw Understand the business you are investing in. If 
you have no idea how it makes its money, you will know 
when it stops, and then it is too late. A guy named Peter 
Lynch (who made a few bucks in the market) said it best, 
“If you can’t draw it with a crayon, don’t invest in it.” 


wY Buy stocks that are cheap, not just stocks down in 
price. Find companies which earn money, which don’t 
sell at outrageous PE’s (price-to-earnings ratio) and 
which have a low price in relation to the assets of the 
company (book value). 

Dividends! Look for stocks that pay dividends and 
have raised them consistently over the years. The com- 
pany has to earn money to pay it out. Gee, a company 
that makes money and gives some of it to me? Cool! 

Look for consistent earnings. Find companies 
able to report positive earnings growth, quarter over 
quarter, year over year. Don’t look for explosive growth 
because the explosion can go both ways! Go for steady 
growth instead. 


Now don't think these rules are an end unto themselves 
— they’re just a guideline to get you started in a direc- 
tion that has worked over the years. Put your thinking 
cap on, do some research, and you should be able to 
find investments delivering good returns over the years 
with a minimum of aggravation. These rules can help 
build a portfolio which functions on its own 
without being watched every second of every 
day. That should give you more time to con- 
centrate on the important things .. . like find- 
ing bedroom partners who will yield high 
dividends with no early withdrawal 
penalties.

The Lady is a Champ

World Boxing Champ Laila Ali brought massive attention to women’s 
boxing. But can this sports heiress live up to her famous name? 


oxers die in the ring. They get brain damage, inter- 
B nal bleeding, busted eardrums, blood clots, broken 
ribs and detached retinas. So why would any 
woman—especially this beautiful 5'10'' babe —want to get 
into the sport? 
Quite simply, it’s in her blood. 
Leila Ali is the daughter of boxing legend Muhammad 
Ali. Her bloodline, of course, has made her the 
biggest name in women’s boxing ever since 
_ she turned pro in 1999. Despite initial 
sneers from the sports press, Laila has 
crushed all criticism by winning her 
first world boxing title this year, Given 
her genealogy, the 24-year-old is 
surprisingly humble about her victo- 
ty. “It’s one thing to get it,” she 
laughs, “now I’ve got to defend it 


and keep it!” 
Ali has plenty of opponents 


champing at the bit to fight her— 
opponents who understand that 
simply by beating her, they will gain 
instant recognition and fame. “1 = 

almost didn’t box because | didn’t want 

to deal with being a celebrity,” the Las 

Vegas native admits. “People think fame is 

a great thing because they’re not used to.it, 

but | grew up around it—my dad is the most 

famous man In the world.” 

Muhammad Ali wasn’t initially too keen on her career 
choice. “My dad knows it’s not easy to be in the ring and get 
hit upside the head,” she states honestly. “He wasn’t sure | 
knew what | was getting into until he saw me actually get in 
there'and do it. At that point, he accepted it and has support- 
ed me ever since.” She pauses, then adds candidly, “Don’t 
get me wrong, He'll be happy when I’m,done!” 

As a young girl, Laila grew up watching her: dad, and 
several boxing commentators have remarked how her moves in 

'the ring sometimes seem to mimic her famous father’s. “Every 

child of a fighter has similarities to their parents,” she says. 
“But I’m definitely a different fighter, and | definitely wouldn't 
compare myself to him.” Naturally, she has also been lumped 
in with the boxing daughters of other legendary fighters like 
Jacqui Frazier (daughter of Joe), Irichelle Duran (daughter of 
Roberto) and Freeda Foreman (daughter of George). 

While Laila insists she is in a class of her own, her brag- 
gadocio also reminiscent of her dad’s famous boasts, “The 
other daughters sell out the game,” she says bluntly. “The 
only one that’s still fighting is Jacqui Frazier, and that’s only _ 
because she wants to fight me-again. Duran’s daughter is 
fighting but she’s in a different weight class.” Then you hear 
stronger echoes of her famous dad’s ego when she flatly ~ 


states: “They're nothing basically.” 

Laila Ali’s fight with Jacqui Frazier last year induced a 
global frenzy. Labeled a generational grudge match, it turned 
into one of the most hyped events in recent boxing history. 
Mainstream media loved it, even putting the daughters on the 
cover of TV Guide. (Huh?) While not nearly as riveting as their 
fathers’ infamous encounters, it was still a thrilling slugfest. 
Laila won, but wasn’t happy with her performance. “I was 

MAD after that fight, because | totally didn’t follow my 
game plan,” she declares. “Jacqui wouldn’t have 

been able to stay in with me until the end, if I’d 

fought her like | should have. That’s the bottom 
line.” 

There is talk Laila will fight Jacqui again. 
“It’s a money fight and that’s what every 
fighter wants,” she admits. And personally? 
“Actually, personally, | would like to knock 
her out.” We're hardly surprised. Frazier is 
the’daughter of her father’s arch-nemesis. 

“We do not like each other,” she agrees. 

“We just don’t get along. But if | couldn’t 

make any money, | would leave it alone. I’m 
interested in winning belts and becoming a 
world champion, so I’ve got to make her look 
appetizing to me to knock her butt out.” p 
| Boxing has been plagued by corruption for 
> years. Laila insists she avoids it by being in charge of 
her own career and having her husband, Johnny “YahYa” 
McClain, serve as her promoter. “Most fighters don’t have 
that luxury, “ she explains. “So, a lot of times, if they're trying 
to get a fight, they end up taking less money and have to deal 
with certain ‘conditions.’ This is a sport where you got so 
many different characters involved, things like that are going 
to happen.” 

It’s also a sport where many women claim they don’t get 
as big a payday as men. Laila insists this isn’t true and that 
people behind women’s boxing simply don’t understand the 
business of the sport. “Fighters like Oscar de la Hoya, 
Fernando Vargas, Mike Tyson, Lennox Lewis have paid their 
dues,” she argues.

Actually, the average female fighter makes more money per 
fight than a man does. The minimum a male fighter can make is

atching Sir Richard Branson strip with the Broadway cast of The Full 
Monty and dangle naked over New York’s Time Square to mark the 
launch of his Virgin Mobile cellphone service in the US, it’s clear this 
English entrepreneur hasméVer let boredom interfere with his becoming a billionaire. 

Branson’s Virgin empire spans music retail, record companies, airlines, radio sta- 
tions, gyms, movie theaters, softtwilaks and hard liquor, books and software pub- 
lishing, trains, limousines, financial services, phones, wines, mortgages, clubs and 
hotels in 15 countries—and he’s on re€ord as never letting any of his companies go 
bankrupt. 

The rogue daredevil of British business, Branson’s personal wealth is estimated 
at more than $2 billion and he enjoys rock star fame in England, hanging out with 
close friends The Rolling Stones and Janet Jackson. He holds the record for the first 
hot air balloon crossing, and the fastest boat crossing, over the Atlantic Ocean. A few 
years ago, he took on industry giant British Airways in a libel suit against his com- 
pany Virgin Atlantic Airways and won. 

Always cheeky yet at the same time the epitomé of cool, Branson titled his aut 
biography Losing My Virginity. The 52-year-old even has to guesstimate the num 
of companies bearing his Virgin logo (around 250). With all of these accom 
ments, it’s not surprising that in March 2000 the Queen of England knighted hi 


prison or become a millionaire.” Here’s an addendum to that school record 
Branson made his first million at the ripe old age of... 23. 


GENE: The world knows about you as the big entrepreneur, the guy wifo creates 
worlds and conquers them. But at some point in your life, you start 
some decisions for yourself, instead of society, mom and dad or re 
for you? 

RICHARD: | think | was about fifteen-years-old. | was at school, 
f--k | was doing at school. School was all about using up your tj 
you. | realized | wasn’t really learning anything. These people Spend eight years 
learning French, but they don’t'come out Speaking d ten years 
learning mathematics, but they only really ne and subtract and i 
ply. They spend a lot of tinge Leacng 


€ programming 


that loving my neighbor was important, but | wasn’t so sure 
about the rest of it. You weren’t really learning anything, you 
know, anything practical or anything very real. So | decided to 
rebel. | was sent away at eight to a guy’s boarding school. 
GENE: Was it religious? 

RICHARD: All English private schools had religious study at 
that time. | remember | was eight when | arrived at school. 
First night, | saw pretty young boys being bunkered into a thir- 
teen-year-old’s bed. We were sort of indoctrinated for two 
weeks, then we went out with our parents. They said, “How 
are you enjoying school?” | said, “Fine.” And, “So tell us what 
went on in school,” | said, “We go get into bed with other 
boys,” and fortunately | had really good parents that said, 
“Let’s not do that sort of thing.” [Laughs.] 

Gene: Was this an initiation of some sort or... 

RICHARD: It was just boys wanting to play with other boys, and 
preferably boys that were younger than them. But it was so 
unnatural. | mean the whole idea of boys-only schools is com- 
pletely unnatural. 

GENE: What do you think you learned there? You said at 

some point you decided you wanted to make some decisions 
for yourself. 

RICHARD: Well, first you learn to live with yourself, because 
you’re very much on your own. You learn to survive. 
Fortunately for a while | was good at sports, so at least | man- 
aged to get some popularity at the school. But once | damaged 
the knee...1 think | really learned to rebel. So | told my par- 
ents | was quitting. Suddenly, it was, you'll either go to prison, or 
you'll be a millionaire by the time you’re eighteen. | spent most 
of my time working the telephone box at school, ringing up peo- 
ple | respected, trying to get them to write articles for my maga- 
zine, like you’re going through now. Selling advertising... 

GENE: What was the angle of the magazine? 

RICHARD: As a fifteen-year-old, it was still a dream. | didn’t 
have any money, so | was trying to get £6,000 of their adver- 
tising sold before | committed to sell it and to start it. | would 
ring up Coca-Cola and was talking to Pepsi, and | learned to 
bullshit quite early on. [Laughs.] And actually, we did manage 
to get enough advertising committed to cover the printing 
cost, the paper cost. It was just called Student. We printed 


50,000 copies, had people in schools travel across the country 
selling it, making half the cover price, and | got half the cover 
price back. And it actually took off. When the first issue 
arrived, | had no idea what 50,000 copies looked like. 

GENE: That’s huge! 

RICHARD: | was in a cellar. That’s the only space | had. | looked 
at the ceiling and | looked at the 50,000 copies, [laughs,] and | 
realized that these magazines were not going to fit into the 
cellar. So we had to keep them around the corner. We had hun- 
dreds of students that would go around the streets selling them. 
| met with the people in university schools and it was really effec- 
tive. We would sell them a hundred, two hundred copies. We 
would have one person selected in each university, in each 
school. Sometimes they’d send their money back, sometimes 
they wouldn’t, but at least we had a good advertising base. The 
advertisers knew we were the only magazine getting into the uni- 
versities, getting into the schools. We were a very erratic maga- 
zine because we never had enough money to ensure getting the 
next issue out on time. So sometimes it was monthly, sometimes 
it was quarterly, but it was my education. | would go out and ask 
these authors to contribute or to be interviewed for the magazine 
like James Baldwin. 

GENE: How did James Baldwin react to this behavior from a 
young English kid? 

RICHARD: | was standing at his hotel room door, he opened the 
door and | had just turned sixteen-years-old. | had a tape 
recorder that was three-foot by three-foot in one hand, and | 
managed to get in. | think because | was young he took some 
sympathy on me. | thought it was going to be a James Baldwin 
angry tirade against the white man and against me in particu- 
larly perhaps. James was actually pretty good about it. And 
then we printed it up. | hadn’t developed any writing skills to 
embellish the interview—bear in mind | was dyslexic. 

GENE: What did being dyslexic mean? 

RicHarD: | think being dyslexic meant that in school | was 
hopeless, and being hopeless made me stronger against the 
way we were being taught. Therefore, it was actually quite the 
best thing that ever happened to me. | just thought I had to do 


something completely different. It encouraged me to get the magazine going. Also, | 
approach everything perhaps more from a consumer study view. If | start a financial 
service company | can see things much more simply, and | can understand where the 
public is coming from. So | think that’s helped. When we approach people we don’t 
complicate what we dorit’s at and simple. We don’t use 

fancy terminology. 

GENE: How did Virgin come about? 

RICHARD: | was about sixteen-years-old. | was f 

sitting in this basement in London and ‘ 
| started to get in the record busi- 
ness. We had a bunch of young 
girls with us. It was like a com- 
mune. We had one room where 
we could get it up with the 
ladies. The kitchen had a bed in 
it and then, once you finished 


with your lady, you had to go back and sleep in the office with 
everybody else. We were all sitting around one night trying to 
come up with a name for a record company and we finally got 
down to two names—Slipped Disc Records and Virgin. All the 
people that | was working with just loved music. What hap- 
pened was that a fifteen-year-old had brought in a tape and all 
of us loved the tape. Initially what we tried to do was send him 
off to record companies but nobody would sign him up. So we 
decided, literally, to start a record company in order to pro- 
duce his music. At that time we thought it was important 
music that should be released. We never dreamt that it was 
going to be successful. 

GENE: Who was the artist? 

RICHARD: It was Mike Oldfield and the album was Tubular 
Bells, which has sold millions of copies around the world. The 
name Virgin was outrageous at the time. It seems strange to 
think that it was outrageous then. We couldn’t get the people 
that register the copyrights to register it. They said it was rude... 
They wouldn’t protect it at the time. Subsequently, after we 
had it for a couple of years, we finally had it protected. But 
Virgin was much better than Slipped Disc Records because it 
signified that we were new in business. None of us had been 
virgins very recently or had just stopped being virgins. We all 
had a good laugh over it. 

GENE: Has fame affected you? 

RICHARD: I’ve eluded it. 

GENE: So what’s a day like for Richard Branson? 

RicHarRD: Fortunately, there isn’t such a thing as a typical day, 
which | would hate to ever get into a typical day. So that’s one of 
the luxuries of being reasonably successful. Everyday can be dif- 
ferent, and we can choose to make it different. | think one of the 
reasons that my companies have gone into so many different 
areas is that it makes life interesting. One day we may be sign- 
ing Tom Jones, or thinking of our trip to New York, or launching 
Virgin Mobile in America, or going out on the town with our 
Virgin stewardesses who are the most beautiful in the sky, so 
that's not too big a chore. I’ve fortunately managed to get away 
a lot with family and friends to my retreat, Necker Island, which 
is a little island in the British Virgin Islands where I’m standing, 
talking to you now. It’s very unspoiled because it doesn’t have a 
big, scheduled runway. You have to go to the American Virgin 
Islands to get here... 

GENE: Richard, at the point when The Sex Pistols came into your 
lap, it caused a kind of uproar over here in the colonies, but 
nowhere near the uproar it caused over in England because the 
Royals are, obviously, still in. What’s the difference between the 
social impact The Pistols had over there versus America? 
RICHARD: Well, one of the most bizarre things happened to me 
earlier this summer at the jubilee celebration for the Queen’s 
fiftieth year on the throne. | was sitting behind her in the royal 
box at Buckingham Palace, watching a music concert, reflecting 
on the fact that twenty-five years before on her silver jubilee, 
the police had been raiding the boat I was on. We were throwing 
a party for The Sex Pistols, where they were singing a very alter- 
native version of “God Save The Queen,” and everybody was 
dragged off to court. It was just funny switching the clock back 
twenty-five years. But The Sex Pistols . . . first of all, they were 
signed by EMI, and they were pretty outrageous. | rang the 
chairman of EMI one day and said, “if you want to get rid of this 
embarrassment, give me a ring.” | got a message back saying 
that they were “quite happy with The Sex Pistols, thank you.” 


That night they went on a TV show and a lot of four-letter words 
were spoken. At 6 AM the next morning, | got a telephone call 
from the chairman of EMI asking if 1 would come over to EMI 
immediately for breakfast. And there, he handed me the record- 
ing contract and said, “You can have them.” Basically, they were 
a raw, fresh band that had the potential of being The Rolling 
Stones of that era. | mean The Rolling Stones created the same 
annoyance when they started out. 

GENE: It seems that EMI was afraid of four-letter words; 

you’re not? 

RICHARD: To be perfectly frank, it was just what our record 
company needed. We were still slightly left in the hippie days, 
and sometimes in life you’ve got to take risks. Most three-letter 
words or four-letter words are actually, when you think about 
where they derive from, they’ve quite pleasant connotations. 
[Laughs.] 

GENE: You’re preaching to the converted. Would you mind 
recounting any war stories with Sid Vicious, or Johnny Rotten? 
RICHARD: Well, Malcolm McLaren [Pistols’ manager] had signed 
with two record companies and was dropped by two record 
companies, and he made a lot of money out of them. | think he 
wouldn’t have minded almost immediately being dropped by us 
and pocketing our advance as well. So almost everything they 
did was trying to be more outrageous than the last thing. The 
album itself is called Never Mind The Bollocks... Here’s The 
Sex Pistols, and the police decided to arrest us for using the 
word ‘bollocks’ on the basis that they believed the word ‘bol- 
locks’ was derived from the word ‘balls.’ | got a famous play- 
wright, who’s also a lawyer, to defend us called John Mortimer. 
He asked if | could find a linguistics expert to deal with the issue 
of whether ‘bollocks’ was in fact derivative of ‘balls.’ | rang up 
Nottingham University where the court case was taking place, 
and after talking to the professor of linguistics, he informed me 
that the word ‘bollocks’ was actually a nickname given to priests 
in the 18th century because they talked a lot of rubbish. 

GENE: That’s fascinating. 

RICHARD: He also mentioned that he happened to be a priest 
himself, and would | like for him to turn up in his dog collar to 
the court case. So we had quite an amusing court case with a 
priest arguing that ‘bollocks’ had nothing to do with ‘balls’ and 
in fact the true meaning of the album was, ‘never mind the 
priests ... here’s The Sex Pistols.’ Then the judges, reluctantly, 
found us not guilty. Obviously, the band imploded within 
twelve months. We only got ten tracks, in total, from them. Sid 
Vicious, obviously, ended up overdosing, as did his girlfriend. 
It was a very, very short-lived star... 

GENE: You said before that sometimes you’ve got to take risks. 
That’s understandable if the only thing you have to lose is 
money. But Richard Branson gets up in hot air balloons, jumps 
off buildings naked. You’re risking your life. 

RICHARD: | do believe you should live life to its fullest. Life 
goes pretty quickly, so if somebody comes to me with an 
opportunity to really test myself and excel, | have difficulty 
saying no. Afterwards, if | did say no, | would live to regret it. 
GENE: Is it a form of being on stage? 

RICHARD: A lot of chairmen of companies don’t realize that 
they are on stage. They need to use themselves to promote 
their product, the same way that an artist uses himself to pro- 
mote his product. You need to get out and get your brand 
known throughout the world. In my own case, I’m trying to cre- 
ate the most respected brand in the world, and if that takes 
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making a fool of myself, I'll make a fool of myself. [Laughs.] 
We are a youth-oriented brand so | might do certain things 
that a different kind of brand wouldn’t do. Since we were 
launching Virgin Mobile at Times Square on Broadway, | 
thought to have The Full Monty, which is playing on 
Broadway and is very English, to illustrate the point that, 
“‘We’ve got nothing to hide with Virgin Mobile,’ no hidden 
costs. Sometimes these things work; other times they fall 
flat on their face. Almost on every occasion before | do them 
| wonder, “Why on earth did | think this was a good idea?” 
But | get in the swing of it, and hopefully make people 
make people laugh and generally have a good time myself, 
Gene: If you could play in any band, which would it be? 
RICHARD: Well | like one of our bands, but they’re complete- 
ly unheard of in America, and that’s the Stereophonics. 
They’re a brilliant, brilliant new band and they’re the 
biggest band in the UK now. They write great songs, have 
great personalities. 

Gene: And if you were in the Stereophonics, or another 
band, and Richard Branson was a rock star, would you do 
the show on stage, and be looking forward to doing the 
encores back at the hotel? 

RicHARD: Oh yeah. [Laughs.]! love women like any other 
man. My wife won’t let me touch other women. But | love 
having other women around. She permits me that. 

Gene: You're an attractive man and you have all this power, do 
women because of your position throw themselves at you? 
RICHARD: It has happened. It’s obviously pleasurable when 
you reach the age of fifty-two and have women throw them- 
selves at you. And as | say, | love the company of women. 
{Laughs.] My wife is actually an incredibly understanding 
woman and we’re very close. We’ve been together for a long 
time. Her attitude is basically, “If you do misbehave, | don’t 
want to know.” 

GENE: So you've pretty much done it all. You may as well 
just start a new country and call it Virgin. What does it feel 
like to be Richard Branson? What does the power feel like? 
RicHARD: It obviously feels great. And | do appreciate it. | 
think that’s important. | wonder what life would have been 
like if | worked in a factory. On a serious note, responsibility 
goes with extreme wealth. You’ve got to get a balance. 
Gene: But it’s harder to do what you do, because doctors 
can go to school and learn what they do; it’s almost a paint- 
by-numbers paint set. What you do, and what you’ve 
accomplished, is pretty much just following your dream. 
RICHARD: Yeah, it is following your dream and I’m learning 
on the job. But because we do have it easier, you do have 
the responsibility to help build hospitals, contribute to edu- 
cation, you don’t have the luxury not to have those respon- 
sibilities. Have a fantastic time but make sure there is a bal- 
ance. I'd like to think I’ve got a good balance, and therefore 
I’m enjoying life the more for it. 

Gene: Richard, any dreams yet unfulfilled? 

RICHARD: Honestly, not a lot. | mean I'd love to go into 
space, but | think buying a ticket into space would be seen 
as an indulgence. Therefore, | think it is unlikely I’ll ever do 
that. | have lots of little dreams, but | feel very satisfied. 
That’s boring, isn’t it? 

GENE: No. It’s not. It’s very heartfelt. 

RicHARD: Do you have a dream? 

Gene: Yes. | want to be Richard Branson. *

Aside from her film career, Jameson is also Chief Executive Officer of ClubJenna Inc., a production company that has an out- 
put deal with industry-leader Vivid Entertainment Group. She also had a role in the creation of www.clubjenna.com, struck licens- 
ing deals for action figures, calendars and plans a clothing line. A model whose photos have graced more than 300 different 
magazine covers (including Gene Simmons Tongue this month), she also appeared on HBO, E! Channel specials and other cable 
programming, as well as a memorable role in Howard Stern’s Private Parts film. 

Here, then, is what went down during the meeting between two icons of our time. One is a star with a long, wicked tongue 
who adores beautiful women. The other is... hell, they're both that way!

JENNA: I’m actually filming a new series for a new company 
called “Peach” and it’s a departure for me because it’s soft core, 
which is pretty cool. 

GENE: What’s the difference between soft core and hard core? 
JENNA: Um, well this is more, as you would call it, Playboy 
style. There’s no penetration, no really hard-core action. 

GENE: | hate that when that happens! 

JENNA: You know, but it’s the tease that matters. | think, | find 
that really sexy is when a girl teases, so, that’s what | try to do, 
is tease as much as possible. 

GENE: What else are you doing 

JENNA: I’m reading TONGUE magazine right now. What's up with 
Fred Durst being in your first issue? Oh, and Donna D’Errico. 
How hot is she? About as hot as they come. Yeah, definitely hot. 
GENE: Whenever you Start talking, I’ll shut up because... 
JENNA: Sorry. | can’t stop talking (giggles) 

GENE: No, no, just let it happen naturally. So, let me just say this 
thing. You know for the longest time, ever since movies started, 
porn has been, by some estimates, a dirty secret. It’s neither 
dirty and it’s certainly not a secret anymore because porn has 
not only come into its own right but is decimating the DVD and 
video fields. In fact, porn outsells most other stuff. Is that right? 
JENNA: By far. Especially when you think about Internet. 90% of all 
revenue generated on the Internet is porn-related. So that just 
tells you how much the adult industry has crossed over, which is 
pretty cool. | mean, it’s great for my career, certainly. 

GENE: Is Jenna your real name? 

JENNA: Yup. 

GENE: Where was Jenna born? 

JENNA: My real name is Jenna Massoli and | was born in Las 
Vegas, Nevada. | grew up as a dancer. | was a ballerina, and | 
wanted to become a showgirl, just like my mom. So when | 
turned seventeen, | became a showgirl. | was a little short, but | 
got by because | had really great boobs. So, um, then | realized, 
there’s no money in that. So | started stripping at the tender age 
of seventeen and a half. And then a scout for Penthouse 
Magazine came in, and | ended up doing magazines. Because it 
was something that | always found acceptable. | had no prob- 
lem being naked. | thought it was beautiful. | used to look at my 


dad’s Playboys and go: “God, | want to be one of those girls!” 
So, when it fell into my lap, | jumped at it. 

GENE: Can you tell us about, not the first time stripping, but can 
you tell us about that first time? 

JENNA: Okay, well... me and my girlfriends got a limo. We were 
sixteen years old, saved our money, because there was a big 
party going on, so we wanted to roll in style. So we got in the 
limo and we went. And I’m like, “Okay, tonight is the night | 
think I’m gonna lose my virginity.” 

GENE: So what happened that night? 

JENNA: | started drinking. And | wasn’t a big drinker. | mean, | 
weighed all of 90 pounds. And there was an eighteen-year-old 
guy there, and his name was... 

GENE: Do not print the name. 
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JENNA: Oh, come on, it'll be fun. (Laughs) Okay, so, anyway, | 
remember | wore this like little black dress that | thought | was so 
hot in, And | was really tipsy and he got me in the bathroom. 
GENE: How? 

JENNA: How? He just dragged me in the bathroom, and | was all 
for it. And he pressed me up against the wall, pulled my dress 
up, and started munching my box. (Laughs) 

GENE: Were your knees buckling? 

JENNA: They were, yeah, | mean, | was totally into that. That was 
like something | really loved. 

GENE: Did he understand how to ring the bell. . .? 

JENNA: Yeah, yeah, he knew what he was doing. He was eight- 
een years old, which is a lot older than what a sixteen year old 
is used to. You could have just touched me and | would have 
climbed the walls. So, um (laughs) anyway, so he tried to have 
sex with me there, but | was like “No, no, no, this isn’t right. I’m 
not gonna do it like this. Let’s just wait.” He was a gentleman 
and he waited. So we went back out, drank some more, and the 
limo had already left. | don’t have a ride home. So, he took me 
back to his house, of course, and | was so drunk by that time, | 
barely can remember. | just remember going in his house, and 
him laying me down, and being so drunk that | couldn’t even put 
up a fight, even if | wanted to. (Laughs) But, | didn’t. We dated 
for two years after that. Because you know, once a girl loses her 
virginity, she totally falls in love with a guy. 

GENE: Why is that? 

JENNA: | don’t know. | was just so in love with him and he cheat- 
ed on me. 

GENE: Let me get this right. You mean, a man cheated on you? 
(Laughs). 


JENNA: He did. He cheated. Okay. And this is the best revenge. 
He had this really cute friend. And he was really hot, he was a 
gymnast, and he was six foot four, and amazingly hot. So | went 
and | had sex with his friend. And it was the best revenge, ever. 
GENE: Did you tell? 

JENNA: Oh, yeah. Oh, yeah. | did it at the party while he was 
there. So that was the beginning of the evil Jenna. 

GENE: Tell us all about the evil Jenna. 

JENNA: Well, I’m actually a really sweet girl, but | have a really 
gnarly side. That if somebody messes with me, then it can get 
really ugly. | can be really, really mean. | think that it’s that 
Italian in me. 

GENE: So now you're seventeen, by this point you’ve lost your vir- 
ginity, evil Jenna has come out, and so what's going on in your life? 
JENNA: Well, | sprung a really nice body, and | went from no 
boobs to a 34D in one summer, so | was like “This is great!” | 
started dancing. And it was a really incredible experience for 
me, just because, | guess | just like the attention. It was fun. 
GENE: What was that first time like when you got up on stage? 
Did you feel more sexy? 

JENNA: | was scared shitless, actually. | remember my knees 
knocking. And | looked like a newborn colt. 

GENE: Your knees were knocking but your knockers weren’t 
kneeling... 

JENNA: They weren’t kneeling. (Laughs) Not even close. So | 
ended up going on stage and | remember, | didn’t know what to 
do. But | do remember looking out over the crowd and seeing 
the look on guys’ faces and going “Whoa! This is power.” And it 
was such an overwhelmingly good feeling. | felt like | could do 
anything | wanted, say anything | wanted, and they would still 
worship me. So it’s addictive. It’s completely addictive. 

GENE: Do you think that feeling is what all women want? 
JENNA: Absolutely. | think all women want to be worshipped 

by men. 

GENE: Who are you? 

JENNA: I’m a very strong-willed person and sexually powerful. | 
have no hang-ups whatsoever. And | think that that’s really 
refreshing when it comes to a woman, because women aren’t 
supposed to be like that. So | like to try to break the mold. 
GENE: Let me ask you something: What are women afraid of? 
JENNA: Honestly, | think women are afraid of sex with the lights 
on. | think that a lot of women are so insecure. | know that my 
biggest fear is | worry about whether or not the person I’m with 
is thinking to themselves, “Oh, my God, she’s fat.” Or, “She 
doesn’t look that good in this light.” So, | think it’s acceptance. 
| think women worry about whether or not they’re accepted. 
GENE: Do men? 

JENNA: No, men couldn’t give a shit. They don’t care whether or 
not they have a beer belly or their hair’s all messed up or they 
haven’t shaved. 

GENE: Is the following true? Two guys are talking. One says to 
the other, “I’ve got a blind date for you.” His friend says, “What 
does she look like?” Two girls are talking. She says, “I’ve got a 
blind date for you.” Her friend says, “What does he do?” Is it 
true? 

JENNA: It’s very true. I’m not trying to get too on the Discovery 
Channel tip, but, really, it’s about going back to the lions, you 
know? Women looked for the most powerful man. 

GENE: Why? 

JENNA: That’s just the way it is. We want someone who’s able to 
provide for us and that’s just in our blood. Period. We don’t want 


a guy who's going to be living off of us. | certainly don’t want to be 
up there shaking my ass and taking my money home to some 
loser. You know? | want a man who’s able to like provide. | have no 
respect for men who aren’t able to take care of themselves. 
GENE: So is the following true? What do all women do with their 
assholes? They send them to work. And, is the following true? Why 
do men die younger than their wives? Because they want to. 
JENNA: (Laughs) That’s so true. They can’t put up with the nagging. 
GENE: What is that nagging all about? 

JENNA: You know, I’ve learned over the years, I’m pretty intuitive 
when it comes to the opposite sex. The best way to keep a man 
is to not nag him, not smother him, kind of act a little bit aloof. 
And it keeps him coming back to you. It’s best to not worry 
about it. Just, if he loves you, he loves you. Don’t nag him. Don’t 
be on his back about everything he does. And that’s why I’ve 
been able to keep my men for so long, | think. 

GENE: Does Jenna Jameson believe in love? 

JENNA: I’m in love. 

GENE: Tell me about this love. 

JENNA: My guy is probably the most amazing person I’ve ever 
met in my life.

GENE: You’re talking about love while you’re playing with your 
toes. 

JENNA: Yes, | always play with my toes. 

GENE: You’re manipulating them. Actually quite well, from my 
vantage point. So, he’s obviously seen your work, and work 
means that there are other men who have access to you. Does 
he have a problem with that? 

JENNA: Actually, it was my decision once we became Serious to 
not work with anybody else. | work with women, and | also work 
with him. He had never done a movie before, never wanted to do 
a movie. 

GENE: So, your significant other is working with you in the films? 
JENNA: Yes. 

GENE: Fascinating. 

JENNA: Yes. Poor guy. | feel so bad for doing it to him but we 
started our own production company, ClubJENNA.com. 
Shameless plug. 

GENE: So, this KISS condom that | gave you, shameless plug, 
will you ever use it? 

JENNA: I’m definitely gonna use it. For my anal excavations. 
Later. 
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GENE: When you’re actually doing a scene, are you in the moment? 
Are you aroused? Are you, in fact, having sex, or is it an act? 

JENNA: Well, when you first start the scene, there’s always that weird 
feeling of “Oh, my God, there’s thirty people standing around, watch- 
ing me.” So you’re very self-conscious. But then, once it starts going, 
and you start feeling that feeling, you forgot about everything and 
you’re able to let go. | mean, I’ve had some scenes where it was 
awful, and | couldn’t get into my groove, and it just didn’t work. 
GENE: Did you fake it? 

JENNA: Absolutely. I’m the actress (Laughs). | am an actress extraor- 
dinaire (Laughs). You know what? | think that | might be a man, ina 
girl’s body. 

GENE: In that case, I’m gay. Why is it that men have to be in touch 
with our feminine side and you don’t have to be in touch with your 
masculine side? 

JENNA: | think most men would really like us to be in touch with our 
masculine side and that’s why so many people break up, because 
women are so women. 

GENE: But the only feminine side | have is my exit. 

JENNA: (Laughs) You’re freaking me out here. 

GENE: So the question is, what’s your masculine side? 

JENNA: My masculine side is being able to say (a gesture) to men. 
GENE: And in bed? 

JENNA: And in bed? In bed, I’m not very masculine. 

GENE: Except with other women. You said so. | have it on tape. 
JENNA: (Laughs) With other women, yeah, with other women, I’m the 
man. Grrr. * 


enna Jameson’s stardom is undeniable—but her busi- 

ness acumen is also an excellent example of what a 

woman can now achieve in adult entertainment. 
Jameson is a millionaire with multiple websites, product 
endorsements, action figures, book contracts, a novelty deal 
and her own video production company. She even has her own 
long distance phone service. 

The ascent of Jameson is almost inevitable given the state 
of the adult industry. It is not known for certain exactly how 
large the adult business is, with figures ranging anywhere 
between $1 billion and $10 billion, the latter amount cited by 
The New York Times. According to New York Magazine last year, 
the adult industry is bigger than baseball. 

While porn’s power in the marketplace is said to be strong, 
even during the current economic downturn, it is actually dif- 
ficult to know the financial health of most adult businesses 
because they can easily hide behind the limited disclosure of 
private companies. 

According to recent estimates, close to four billion adult 
videos were rented and/or sold in the U.S. in 2001, with nearly 
11,000 hard-core adult titles released that year. Material once only 
available for theater viewing— mostly by men—is now freely avail- 
able, meaning more men, women and couples view more adult 
products in their homes today than ever before. 

In a segment of Frontline, Wall Street analyst Dennis 
Mcalpine estimated that adult pay-per-view and other cable 
sources bring in roughly $1 billion, the internet is responsible 
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for another $2 billion to $4 billion, and home video could 
account for a further $4 billion to $9 billion. The Frontline 
episode, as well as other news reports, highlighted the fact 
how several of America’s biggest busineses—from AT&T to 
General Motors to the Marriott Hotels chain—all make money 
from adult entertainment via cable, satellite, phone sex calls 
and/or pay-per-view profits. 

The industry witnessed one of its largest corporate merg- 
ers when Vivid Entertainment Group merged with Hustler, giv- 
ing Larry Flynt’s company rights to distribute all its videos and 
DVDs in the United States. It is estimated to be a deal worth 
millions of dollars and it gave Hustler arguably more shelf 
space in video stores than any other company. The effect of 
this merger on the industry has yet to be measured but more 
consolidation is inevitable as time goes on. 

Along with consolidation of companies, adult biz watchers 
can expect ever-expanding exploitation of new media. Private, 
a global adult entertainment company, recently launched a 
sex-text service for mobile phone users to receive messages 
from their favorite porn stars. Just as adult films blazed the 
way for the popularity of VCR and DVD players as well as the 
internet, it is assumed that new innovations in tech will be 
spearheaded by the adult business—everything from porn on 
your wireless pda to virtual reality goggles and other 
machines. A life-size Jenna hologram stretched out on your 
bed? Consider the possibilities . .. and the profitability.

Is Carson Daly, the host of TRL, really as likable as everyone says? 


Carson Daly is more famous than most of the artists whose videos 
he introduces during the screamathon Total Request Live, (better 
known as TRL), among the highest rated shows on MTV. Every sin- 
gle day on the street below his MTV studio, hundreds of young 
girls clutch banners emblazoned with ‘We Love You Carson,’ and 
millions more tune in to see the 29-year-old VJ. An appearance on 
Daly’s TRL can literally make or break a band, a fact that record 
labels and advertising execs pay close attention to. The Southern 
Californian native counts among his close friends, rockstars like 
Fred Durst and Kid Rock. His girlfriends number among the hottest 
young actresses today like Jennifer Love Hewitt and ex-fiancee 
American Pie babe Tara Reid. And to think that his study of theolo- 
gy when he was younger, had him considering joining the priest- 
hood. Now Daly is on the move again, starting up a new record 
label and hosting his NBC late night talk show Last Call where his 
celebrity friends drop by for a chat. All of this has been accom- 
plished in just the last five years. And throughout his rocket rise to 
fame, he has always maintained an ‘I’m just a regular guy’ charm. 


GENE: First let me say, | want to thank you for being treated so well 
on your program. | had a great time.

And he 
ended up being so incredibly nice and there was actually a point 
where | thought, “You know what? This is great. With any luck if | 
have anymore success, I’m always going to remember that there 
are people like Jim Carrey, who has every right to be an asshole if 
he wants to be and he opted not to.

Through the Centuries 
Those Rubber Love Gloves Have a Long, Strange History

Fish intestines, human muscle tissue, linen, leather, 
tortoise shells, animal horns—all of these substances 
were once used to create condoms, the favored form 
of sexual disease protection. Primitive prophylactics 
were dipped in chemicals or other solutions, cut, washed, 
tied and blown up, all to try and make the material soft 
enough and flexible enough to place on a penis. 

If all this sounds like a lot of work, well, it was. 
The good news was these suckers were reusable. The 
bad news? They were very expensive, so only a small 
percentage of the population could afford them. All 
this should make you 21st Century males feel a little 
less ornery about having to wear a simple love glove 
and slap on some lube. 

Believe it or not, Egyptians may have invented the 
first condom over 3000 years ago. Egyptian men seem 
to have covered their penises with a linen sheath for 
decorative purposes, protection against diseases or 
contraceptive purposes. We’ll never know for sure, 
because it wasn’t until over 1000 years later that hard 
evidence of condom use was depicted in cave draw- 
ings at Cambarelles in France. 

The first research on condoms as a means of pro- 
tection against sexually transmitted diseases occurred 
in Italy during the 1500s by Gabrielle Fallopius, who 
claimed his linen sheath condoms prevented over 1,100 
men from becoming infected with syphilis. 

So how did the condom get its name? Some say it 
comes from the Latin word ‘condus’ meaning ‘recepta- 
cle.’ However, there are those who attribute the 
moniker to the fabled Dr. Condom who worked for the 
promiscuous King Charles || of 1600s England. 
Supposedly, Dr. Condom invented his licentious device 
to prevent King Chuck 2 from contracting diseases 
from prostitutes or fathering illegitimate offspring. 

For all you men who subscribe to the skin-to-skin 
or |-won’t-put-it-in approach to sex, you might be inter- 
ested in knowing that the real-life stud Casanova regu- 
larly wore condoms to protect against disease. 

The first major technical revolution of the condom 
took place in the 1840s when the vulcanization of rub- 
ber, or latex, was invented by Goodyear and Hancock. 
The result was cheaper, more readily available con- 
doms—and the euphemism ‘rubbers.’ The next signifi- 
cant advancement in condom-making came during the 
1930s, when latex condoms were mass-produced. Fact: 
latex is still the most common material used for con- 
doms being manufactured today. 

For those allergic to latex, polyurethane condoms 
became available in the 1990s (look for Durex Avantis 
and Trojan Supras). Aside from latex and poly, lamb- 
skin condoms—made from the intestines of sheep— 
are also available. Using a material which first 
appeared on condoms 3000 years ago, today lambskin 
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condoms are the most expensive ones available but 
they also provide the greatest sensation because they 
are so thin. Other ultra-thin condom brands include 
Crown, Paradise and Kimono. 

In the 1960s, when the birth control pill and IUD 
became readily available, the condom was practically 
rendered obsolete. Good girls just did it bareback, and 
penicillin prevailed. It wasn’t until the AIDS epidemic in 
the 1980s that condom use regained its prominence. 

As a result, over the last ten years there’s been 
more advancements in condom production than the pre- 
vious 100 years combined. The most notable difference 
is in the item's function and purpose. Most condom 
makers now manufacture rubbers with a variety of 
bumps, nubs, studs, and ribs to increase the sensation 
for women, And Trojan has taken a step towards equality 
by making a product called Her Pleasure, with ridges on 
its base to further stimulate the womanr’s satisfaction. 

Condoms come in four basic sizes: snugger (up to 
30% smaller than an average condom), regular, large, 
and extra-large (up to 30% larger than an average con- 
dom.) Condom shape also vary greatly, particularly 
among condoms like the Pleasure Plus and Inspiral 
designed to give more sensation. These condoms have a 
bulbous head for a looser fit which allows nerve endings 
in the penis to remain more sensitive. Trojan has also 
recently released a condom called Extended Pleasure 
with a desensitizer cream which enables men to maintain 
their erections longer. Whether you want to come quicker 
or last longer, there’s something for everyone. 

For party guys, condoms come in eight different 
colors—plus a brand that glows in the dark. Various 
scents and flavors are also available. LifeStyles fla- 
vored condoms are actually just scented, Durex both 
colors and scents its condoms, while Trustex appears 
to have the largest variety of scented and flavored 
condoms. When enjoying sex with scented condoms, 
the aroma permeates the entire room. 

Society has come a long way from the time when 
condoms had a negative stigma—these days, using 
condoms is seen as a symbol of respect to yourself and 
your partner. Women are learning how to place con- 
doms on a guy’s penis with their mouths, making safer 
sex more fun. Condoms are readily available in conven- 
ience stores and on the Internet. Condomania at 
www.condomania.com has a huge selection. There are 
even web sites providing information on condom eti- 
quette. And Gene Simmons has pioneered celebrity con- 
dom endorsements with his “tongue-lubricated” KISS 
Kondoms. As Condomania.com president Adam Glickman 
says, “Condoms are like shoes: you have to select the 
right style, size and fit to maximize your pleasure.”

she still continues to have the last laugh. The Utah 
native exploded onto the comic scene back in early 
Eighties, then became queen of primetime, raising the stakes in 
family sitcoms with the award-winning Roseanne, which ran for 
nearly a decade and was syndicated to over 150 countries. She’s 
a best-selling author, hosted her own talk show and won an 
Emmy, several Golden Globes and the esteemed Peabody 
Award—television’s highest honor. But along the way there has 
been plenty of fodder for the tabloids to feed on, plenty of 
escapades where her tastes have been severely questioned, 
plenty of times when this domestic goddess has misjudged, mis- 
spoken and been misunderstood. Always outrageous, Roseanne 
doesn’t just push people’s buttons; she holds the buzzer all the 
way down. Gene Simmons investigates.

GENE: When did little Roseanne say, ‘You know what? | don’t 
want to just settle for it, I’m going to go for it?’ 

ROSEANNE: It was very early and it happened more then once. 
But the first time it happened, | was very young. | was three. 
GENE: What happened at three? ‘ 
ROSEANNE: | just knew. | knew | was not going to have an ordi- 
nary life. ; 

GENE: Well; how does one know anything at age three when all 
three-year-olds think about is, “How do | wipe?” 

ROSEANNE: Well, it came to me. | have a freaky story. It’s not like 
a regular Halloween story. It was put into my head from out there. 
GENE: And you had a sense of yourself at three? 

ROSEANNE: | don’t think | was all that different, but something 
came into my head. And it was just like ‘shweep’ (makes a 
noise), this is what you’re going to do. Chosen, picked. 

GENE: So the next piece of the puzzle was when? 

ROSEANNE: Well, after | got the big Hey You, after that, every- 
thing | did was just like verification. So it happened repeatedly, 
| cannot explain it. | just knew right away that | was going to be 
on a different path. | was happy that | was a freak. | was happy 
that | felt different. 

GENE: People have this black and white stereotypical point of 
view that the scary guys in movies, the Boris Karloffs of the 
world, are always scary enough to sneak up behind you and go 
“Boo!” And they think comedians are always funny. 
ROSEANNE: | had the feeling that | would be lead to what it was 
| was supposed to do. But all the time | was going to be a 
singer, which is kind of funny. 

GENE: Singer like whom? 

ROSEANNE: James Brown, Janis Joplin, Patsy Cline, Elvis. | 
thought | was going to be Elvis. Whenever | would sing in front 
of people, I’d get terrified and pull back and be funny. And the 
funny just came easy. Everybody in my family is kind of funny. | 
was like the serious one. And then as it went on, | turned into 
the funny one. Mostly | turned funny because whenever I’d 
sing, I’d get really panicked and try to overcompensate by just 
having people laugh at me. 

GENE: When did you mount the stage? 

ROSEANNE: OK, the first time | mounted the stage, as you so 


_ aptly put it, | was playing King Ahasuerus at age seven in the 


Synagogue production of the story of Esther. So my first thing 
was not unlike being in KISS. | was a man and | was seven and 
| wore a beard. | still remember the line at the end, “Take 
Haman away, he is to be hung on his own gallows.” And then | 
went to the spotlight to take my bow, pulled my beard aside, 
thrust my chin defiantly at the audience as if to say, “Kiss my 
ass, I’m a girl and playing the king!” | was raised as a Mormon, 
It’s the craziest story in the world. | don’t even know if you want 
to hear any of this, it’s so crazy to think about it. We were 
Jewish, but my mom was afraid to tell anybody we were Jewish, 
so we had to act like we were Mormon. So we did. My family 
was extremely paranoid and | think that they wanted to fit in. 
And it wasn’t a good time right after World War II to be Jewish, 
| guess. So we just kind of impersonated Mormons, or whatev- 
er. When | was eight. | traveled all around Utah with my mother 
talking about being healed. | had a healing. 

GENE: And did you believe what you were saying? 

ROSEANNE: Yeah, totally, it was true. 

GENE: You were fairly religious? 

ROSEANNE: Yeah, | still am too. 

GENE: And what denomination? What religious persuasions? 
ROSEANNE: I’ve made up my own. 

GENE: When did you come out? As a Jewess? 

ROSEANNE: | came out at age eight. 

GENE: How did you come out? How do you all of a sudden say, 
“I’m not a Mormon, I’m a Jew?” 

ROSEANNE: Well | never said, “I’m not a Mormon, I’m a Jew.” | 
am a Jew and | ama Mormon. 

GENE: Oh, that’s interesting. 

ROSEANNE: Yeah, | am everything. 

GENE: Dangerous stuff if handled wrong, kind of nice if it’s love 
thy neighbor stuff. I’ve been trying to love my next door neighbor 
for years now, but she won’t put out. (Both laugh). Do people try 
to be funny with you, because they think you’re funny? 
ROSEANNE: Yeah, everyone tries to be funny, but | don’t. I’m usu- 
ally just really in awe of the things people do and say. Just in awe. 
GENE: So money and funny: When did those two meet? 
ROSEANNE: When | was the fat teenage poet. But then | hit on 
writing poetry that sort of turned funny, because | had to turn 
things funny. And | guess that was when | was real young. My 
father kind of raised me to be a comedian, honestly. My father 
wanted to be a stand-up comedian, as all Jews do, in my fami- 
ly. And we used to watch Ed Sullivan on Sunday night and my 
father would critique the comment, and that was like the way | 
could be close to my dad and have a common thing with my 
dad. And he’d say, “This guy is funny. Why? Because he has a 
character.” He broke it all down. | guess | was like taking it in 
through osmosis through my dad, still thinking | was going to 
be a serious journalist. Then in my teenage years | wanted to be 
Elvis and a singer. And then toward late teens, the funny just 
wouldn’t stop. And then when | was in my late twenties and 
started to do it, | realized, “Forget everything else, that’s all 
bullshit. This is the thing you can do.” 

GENE: You were going through a lot of things; most teenagers 
just go through puberty. You went through the Mormon Jewess 
thing, the I’m going to be funny instead of Elvis. 
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ROSEANNE: Well there’s the funny girl thing too. 

GENE: Tell us about that. 

ROSEANNE: No one liked a funny girl back in Salt Lake City in 
the ‘60s, which is a lot of the reason | stayed away from there, 
because you never can get a boyfriend if you were funny, 
because that meant you were smart, which was a bad thing. So 
that’s kind of why | did the sensitive poet act, rather then the 
funny act, because | thought, “Oh, the sensitive poet act, you 
can get a boyfriend.” 

GENE: Do you care to talk about that “first time?” 

ROSEANNE: It was just so stupid. | had to do it just to get it out 
of the way. 

GENE: I’ll tell you mine if you tell me yours. 

ROSEANNE: Mine is not interesting. You tell me yours. 

GENE: OK, | was a newspaper delivery boy in Jackson Heights, 
Queens. | was 13 going on 14. And, it’s around Christmas time 
and |’m really looking cool, I’ve got those earmuffs with the 
metal piece that goes over your head. 

ROSEANNE: Hot. 

GENE: Wooh, I’m really hot. And by the way if I’m really hot, | 
take one ear off, because my ears are sweating. 

ROSEANNE: Showing some individuality, good. 

GENE: And so the ears, of course, bend over like Alfred E. 
Newman, you know the muffler head. 

ROSEANNE: Cute, vulnerable. 

GENE: Vulnerable, yeah. And somebody wanted to throw a 
snowball at me. And if you wanted to yell out, “Come out Jew 
boy, you killed My Lord!” 

ROSEANNE: | have a lot of that too. Our neighbors were severe 
Catholics from Mexico. And their mom, her name was LaLa; she 
used to scream out her window, “You kill my Jesus. (In accent) 
Why you killing my Jesus?” 


ROSEANNE: But | go, “Shut up! I’m 
going to kill you too.” That’s my 
answer. 

GENE: How to make friends and influ- 
ence people. And so, I’m knocking on 
the door, I’ve got two newspaper 
routes, I’m trying to bring home extra 
money because I’m the only child. And 
it’s one of those classic “Summer of 
“42,” Jennifer O'Neill... 

ROSEANNE: An older woman? 

GENE: She’s in her late twenties. Blond 
and busty, and drunk out of her mind. 
Like the days when Anna Nicole Smith 
was the best ever. Just a very attractive 
woman, drunk, pitch drunk, with the 
lipstick smeared all over her face. And 
I’m a scared 13-year-old boy, although 
I’m six feet tall because | was always 
big for my age. And she invites me in 
and she’s drinking, and she’s got one 
of these nighties on like a bad ‘40s 
movie, like a pulp novel. And she’s slur- 
ring, “my husband and |. . .” And | 
couldn’t quite make it out. And of 
course she gives me the money and 
hands me the tip, and physically push- 
es me down on the couch. And all of a 
sudden, I’m lying down; | thought, “What do | do?” And my 
hands are out on the side. And before | knew it, | mean, it was 
a blur, she mounted me. | didn’t know what was going on. 
ROSEANNE: You were scared stiff. 

GENE: | was scared stiff, thank you for that assist. And the next 
day | thought they were going to take me away, because all | 
knew was, sex, if somebody said that, you’d go to jail or some- 
thing because we never talked about it. | told one friend, you 
know, I’m going to get in trouble. All of a sudden, | became very 
popular. And then when the girls found out that | had a long 
tongue, | did pretty good. 

ROSEANNE: The first time | did it, | was like you. | had to do it 
because you’re sixteen. Because | guess everybody was doing 
it, | couldn’t be that big of a freak. | already knew | was a huge 
freak, so | tried to do something to fit in and everybody seemed 
to be having sex when they were sixteen. So | had sex too. Did 
| like that? | wasn’t even there. | wasn’t even mentally there. | 
met him at the library, and he was older and he said he worked 
with the police on like the Mod Squad, which was a big show 
then. So | was like, OK. He was very handsome, very nice, very 
sweet. | was insane. Then the next day | sent him a huge cake 
C.0.D. | never wanted to see him again. 

GENE: Why? 

ROSEANNE: It was like | got it over with. | did it. Now | fit in. 
This whole time I’m a Mormon, I’m like righteous. | go around 
speaking for the Mormons. | get hit by a car when I’m 16; it just 
changes my life. OK. | go into a comma, | get a brain injury. 
Come out of the coma, everybody says, still to this day, you are 
somebody else. So | came out somebody else. And this person 
who came out then had to have sex, had to smoke marijuana, 
had to do everything like that. So because it was such a huge 


change from whom I'd been before, they said | was crazy and 
they locked me up. So it was on a weekend home from institu- 
tion, the Utah state hospital, that | became pregnant. Then 
when | was 19, | came to Georgetown to live in a commune. | got 
off the bus and | met a couple of arty types, which was the first 
time in my life that | felt | fit in anywhere. These people were 
painters, you know what | mean, real out there people and liv- 
ing in a little commune. So the first day off the bus, | met my 
first ex-husband and | fell madly in love with him the first time 
| ever saw him. 

GENE: Why? 

ROSEANNE: He was really cute, first of all. And second of all, he 
played the guitar so great, when | first heard him play the gui- 
tar, | loved it. 

GENE: So it is true what they say about musicians? 
ROSEANNE: Yeah, for me it was. And then living in this place 
where there were musicians all the time and just being around 
music, just being around rock and roll. It was so exciting. 
GENE: And how long did you stay? 

ROSEANNE: Fifteen years. 

GENE: Fifteen years? 

ROSEANNE: Uh-hun, three kids. 

GENE: Three kids? 

ROSEANNE: Yeah, three others, and then | had one more with 
my third husband. Three different fathers for five kids. But 
then, | had four kids, I’m 28. I’m a cocktail waitress in a place in 
Denver, married and everything. So | smart off to the customers 
and they’re all laughing; they all think I’m really funny and that 
gave me so much confidence. All these guys used to come and 
I'd serve them beer, just like in my show. And then one of my 
customers goes, you got to go to this comedy club. And then 
when | heard that it was like, snap. What comedy club? Oh, 
downtown. Anybody can do five minutes. | was so there. So | 
went and wrote the five minutes. It took me quite a while to 
write the five. When | hit the stage then and did my five, the 
first time that | went on, | killed. It was so great. Thank god that 
| killed, or | never would have done it again. The second time | 
came back, they hated my guts. 

GENE: Why? 

ROSEANNE: It’s just the technique. 

GENE: Same material? 

ROSEANNE: Yes, totally the same material, but delivered dif- 
ferently. But that’s what stand-up is, you know, it’s all about 
that. 

GENE: So how did you come to Hollywood? 

ROSEANNE: | had friends who were comics and they came to 
Denver where | performed. Sam Kinison, Louie Anderson, big 
headliners that were huge in Denver, especially Sam. And they 
were like, come out there and I’m going to help you, so | did. 
And | came out, and | was on stage one day and | got put on the 
Tonight Show in one week and it was the dream. It was the 
Hollywood dream. 

GENE: And before you went on the Tonight Show did you have 
a feeling that it was going to be like night number one or night 
number two? 

ROSEANNE: | thought that when people saw me that they 
would like me. 

GENE: | saw that first show that you did on Carson. And every 
once in a while you sort of stop and say, “Who's that?” And you 


were fearless. You had balls. So now you’ve become this multi- 
media power on television. You were rocking. You were on the 
covers of magazines with corsets and makeup and Anna Nicole 
Smith and Marilyn Monroe had nothing on you. You were doing 
whatever you wanted to do. 

ROSEANNE: | was into saying “f--k you,” huge. Because that is 
stand-up, that’s rock and roll, you know. I’m not supposed to do 
that, because | look like this. And I’m not supposed to do that, 
because | sound like that. I’ll do whatever the hell | want to do. 
And | did and it was fun. And | still do everything that | want to 
do; because that’s the girl | made myself. Otherwise, why 
would | do it if it weren’t making me happy? So now in my live 
act | am going to sing, because I’ve wanted to forever. 

GENE: They say you can never go back home. Can you go back 
home? 

ROSEANNE: No. And as | say when people ask me that often | 
go, who the f--k wants to? (Laughs) And that’s how | look at it 
now. There’s a reason why you cannot go back home, because 
it’s no god damn good to go back home. But you know what 
you can do? You can make a new home that’s way better. 
GENE: I’m not going to say anything so you can finish it anyway 
you like. 

ROSEANNE: | had the mouth that never stopped, and | said it 
all, and then | had to do it. But man, I’m so lucky that | did do 
it. It’s like unheard of. | don’t hang in the shit, | move on. * 
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When Gene went to a Sam Adams-sponsored rock bash in New England recently, he bumped into 
Mr. President, a Bill Clinton lookalike who bears an uncanny resemblance to the real ex-prez. Here,

He does music videos and mon- 
ster movies. Those are just a few reasons why comic book kingpin Todd 
McFarlane really matters. 


Ranking right up there with Frank Miller and Alan Moore, one of the true 
geniuses in today’s comics world is undoubtably Todd McFarlane. Creator 
of the popular character Spawn, McFarlane has helped broaden the hori- 
zons of popular entertainment, co-founding the indie publishing concern 
Image Comics, creating a toy company (which last year secured official 
league licenses for all four major North American sports), producing rock 
music Video material for the likes of Pearl Jam, and overseeing several 
fantasy-horror film projects. Aside from being a lifelong comics fan, 
McFarlane is also a longtime member of the KISS army, having published 
KISS Psycho Circus comics as well as offering a line of KISS action figures. 
Fan to fan, friend to friend, the Spawn star and our founder recently dis- 
cussed their mutual love of comics and other pop culture craziness. 


GENE: When you and | were kids, we were 
e outcasts. We liked to read those funny 
Doks, those comic books. Now all of a 
idden, between Spawn and Spider-Man, 
ople are lining up and making these 
ics into the biggest movies, in some 
es, of all time. So what the hell hap- 
Ppened? How did that funny panel graphic 
wind up being the stuff that the mass- 
@s respond to? How come it’s working in 
the movies? 


TODD: | find it always amusing that when 
you told people you did comic books they'd 
sneer at you and they'd turn their nose up at 
you. But these are the same people that 
would go to Star Wars and James Bond 
movies that to me are comic book movies. 
GENE: Who is Todd McFarlane? 

TODD: Todd McFarlane was born in 1961 in 
Calgary, Alberta, so I’m a Canadian. 

GENE: So how did you get comic books in 
Calgary? 


TODD: Well, we didn’t. | moved down to 
Southern California when | was about four 
or five. We were aware that Hollywood was 
near us. By the time we returned back to 
Canada when | was about 14, | had become 
the proverbial best artist in the class. Where 
everybody else just drew the straight line 
across, and everything is very horizontal, at 
a very early age | was already starting to 
think about which way you could sort of 
move the camera, if you will. Fast forward to 
high school, and I’ve done thousands of 
scribbles in the sides of my school notes, 
but there was no focus. And then one day 
out of the blue—and there’s really no reason 
why the one day came —I decided to walk 
into a corner mom and pop store and pur- 
chase five or six comic books. It was the first 
time | ever bought comic books on my own. 
I'm about 16 a this point. And | was just smit- 
ten by them. 
GENE: Which were the titles? 
TODD: | bought Amazing Spider-Man 167, 
Hulk 210, Dr. Strange. | collect the comic 
books, get smitten by them, and then go 
hey, instead of just copying 20 different 
styles, why don’t | teach myself how to 
draw? | spent a couple of years trying to 
learn how super hero comic books are done, 
went off to college on a baseball scholarship 
and kept sending off my comic samples, 
hoping that any one of these things will grab 
hold. About 700 samples later, 350 rejec- 
tions later, | finally get a phone call from 
a (omic Books, and that begins my 
Neareer as a professional comic book 
Marvel had a subdivision called Epic, 
fain Epic, the book was Steve Engle- 
ioyote.

TODD: | become a little disenchanted work- 
ing for the corporate system. A handful of us 
started our own comic company called 
Image Comics. Within the confines of that, 
we had to create our own characters, so | 
went into my sketch book | had from high 
school, and pulled out this character called 
Spawn. The comic book called Spawn again 
hit the top of the charts, and from there begat 
the movies and the TV work. 

GENE: How did you wind up doing the Kiss 
Psycho Circus Comic Book? 

TODD: | was working in comic books, so | was 
aware you guys had done a couple of them 
already, you know. | read that Gene Simmons 
was a comic book fan. | don’t recall how we 
initially got to our first meeting in Phoenix 
which is where | live. 

GENE: | called you at the beginning of our 
tour, and told you to come out on the road 
and See the shows, because we should be 
doing a KISS comic book together. We could- 
n’t make the arrangements. You were busy. 
You lived in Arizona. KISS was touring one 
nighters. When KISS played Arizona | called 
and made sure you came to see the show. 
Then, while the rest of the band flew off to 


_ the next city on the KISS jet, | stayed 


overnight. When we met at the hotel lobby 
fans were coming over and talking to me—by 


__ the way! had to make sure we met at the 


lobby so you knew KISS was more than just a 


band, that fans wanted to collect everything 
about us. | told you we should do a comic 


book and action figures. 

TODD: Right, because I’m in the toy business 
at this point. | felt | had done Spawn action 
figures and other stuff, but it was time to 
branch off and do some things a little more 
out in the public consciousness, especially 
the kind of people that | like to talk to. So, | go 
KISS, they are perfect —not only are they 
real, but they also look like toys. They look 
good on the shelf. So we had our meeting in 
Phoenix. | specifically remember again you 
were in the lobby letting everybody kiss the 
ting. You were like the Pope. 

GENE: Well, the Pope and | both wear 
yarmulkes. 

TODD: | remember | sat there on the drive 
home going | have just met either the biggest 
egotistical, self centered, cockiest son of a 
bitch in my life. . . or | just met my long lost 
twin. | understood your attitude. You don’t 
survive in the entertainment world as long as 
Gene Simmons does by being a pussycat. 
Forget Gene, forget everything, | always just 
liked you, because wink, wink, | actually 
understood it. As much as Gene and | have 
been called names by our peers and busi- 
ness associates, once you actually get us 
behind closed doors, and there is nobody 
around, we actually sort of convert into little 
seven-year-old boys. 

GENE: That’s what it’s all about. When you 
create something of your own that goes the 
distance, that connects with the hearts of 
America, what it really is, is maybe it’s a guy, 
who hasn’t lost his child, who still like ice 
cream, who still love super heroes. We still 
like gory horror movies, and once you lose 
that, you’re just a boring grown up. You 
become like that guy that says, “hey kids, get 
off my lawn.” So | don’t want to get into this 
kind of metaphysical, the child in all of us, 
but maybe it is about that. What about the 
connection between your comics and the 
movies. 

TODD: Well, we did three years of The Spawn 
animated. We've got four movies in develop- 
ment right now. One is a Spawn /I for lack of a 
better title. Then this thing called Spider-Man 
came out. Now you can imagine, after one 
comic book movie, everybody is in comic 


i! 
book mode. There’s another one we're work- 
ing on called 7 of a sequel to The 
Untouchable on the true story of 
what happ iot Ness after he put 
Capone away. eople know Elliot Ness 
as the golden boy from The Untouchables. 
But in the late ‘30s/early ‘40s Ness was in 
Cleveland when arguably America’s very first 
serial killer appears, right underneath his 
nose, and the pursuit became sort of his 
downfall. He became a tragic hero and he 
actually almost gets ridden out of town, so 
it’s sort of a nice follow up to his stereotyped 
legend. The other movie we're working on is 
called Tortured Souls, which is Clive Barker 
and | together. Clive is the creator of Hell 
Raiser and Pinhead, as well as a lot of great 
novels. We came up with this toy line called 
Tortured Souls, and it’s the craziest stuff 
we’ve ever done. People said nobody will 
ever buy it because it was so disgusting, but 
it sold faster than any other toy line | put out 
last year. There is a huge hunger for political- 
ly incorrect stuff. Based on the response and 
the sales, we were able to sell movie rights to 
Universal, and so Clive just handed in the 
movie treatment for that. 
GENE: So how does a guy who starts his own 
comic book company get mixed up in the 
rock and roll world? 
TODD: Well, we worked with Pearl Jam, did 
a music video with them. Pearl Jam is sort of 
odd. They actually don’t want to be in their 
videos, whereas most other guys will ask, 
“how much camera time can | get?” It’s 
been years since they did a video, and the 
idea came up to do an animated one. | 
believe Eddie Vedder saw the Spawn ani- 
mated TV show and thought about how to 
do their music video, He thought: “We'll just 
animate it,” and he liked the crazy stuff on 
the Spawn animated show, so they hunted 
me down. We did another video later on 
with Korn, though on that one we just did 
the book ends. We did the animation at the 
beginning and end, then we had this motif 
of that bullet in slow motion that went 
through and the live action directors cut it 
together. The animation was based on an 
album cover Greg Capool, the main Spawn 
artist, and | did together. 
GENE: So after all the rock’and roll, all the 
movies and TV work; all the comic books 
and other things, when life has finally 
ended for you, what does it say on McFar- 
lane’s tomb stone? 
TODD: Here lies Todd, he died a free man. *

ack in her lukewarm years, Aimee Allen paid the rent by sweating 

the graveyard shift at Jerry’s Deli in Los Angeles.

“Some radio stations won’t play my music because I’m a chick,” seethes 
Allen, “and | find that amazing. They say they have a male demographic that 
only wants to hear guy rock bands. I’m like, ‘F--k you, be a pussy, don’t play 
my music. | don’t care. I’ll go to a station that has some f--king balls.’ There 
are so many obstacles to overcome as a woman in this industry. It really 
frustrates me.

Allen has been strategizing career moves since her teen years in Missoula, 
Montana. When her parents pushed for college, she went—but only 
because she saw it as an opportunity to promote her music. “I got ajob asa 
DJ at the school’s radio station and played the s--t out of my demo,” she 
laughs. “It was all part of the plan.” She left home at 18, despite her father’s 
lecture about the odds of landing a record contract and paid her dues on the 
L.A. club circuit. 


“When | signed with Elektra, | called home to tell my parents the news, but 
they didn’t believe me,” she laughs. “They were like, “Yeah, right. Are you 
on drugs?’ They told me to send them a copy of the contract to prove it.”*«

Days, has all the makings of a make or break album 


AWAY FROMTHE SUN (Republic-Universal) 
Escatapwa, Mississippi’s finest hard rock band 
caught lightning ina bottle with its immediate radio 
hit “Kryptonite,” from its major label debut, titled 
The Better Life. Months of touring with Creed and 
Sevendust matured the band in a hurry, transform- 
ing the scrappy backwoods foursome into a team of 
polished modern rock professionals with serious 
mojo for early 1970s guitar histrionics. Little sur- 
prise that the formula’s only tightened further with 
its follow-up Away from the Sun. This is serious 
hard rock, folks. Produced by Rick Parashar, who 
has twiddled knobs authoritatively for Pearl Jam, 
Alice in Chains and Nickelback, Sun begins with the 
band’s massive dual-guitar power and ramps up 
the intensity with singer Brad Arnold’s serious 
Eddie Vedder-like vocals. The melodramatic pose 
perfectly suits the all-or-nothing anthems where 
every situation threatens to be the last. Heart- 
break’s a bitch and then some. The album’s opener 
“When I'm Gone,” spits forth with no let-up. But the 
band’s finest moments are tinged with softer, 
minor-key melancholia, from the title track to the 
circular fingerpicking of “Running Out of Days,” as 
wellas orchestral overdubs for the guaranteed tear- 
jerker “Here Without You.” These guys aren’t about 
to let a sunshiny day ruin their angst, no way.

RED LETTER DAYS (Interscope) 
The Wallflowers’ last record, Breach, impressed 
critics but not many fans, and its latest, Red Letter

from a band still clinging to the spotlight. Funny 
thing is, as much as you might want to hate Red Let- 
ter Days, you can’t. Tracks like “Three Ways,” 
“Everybody Out Of The Water” and “Health and 
Happiness” are heavier, production-driven depar- 
tures from the band’s signature roots rock sound, 
and they work perfectly with a newly developed 
growl from Dylan. “If You Never Got Sick” hits just 
the right bittersweet note, while “When You're On 
Top” is a clever commentary on fleeting fame, with 
Dylan crooning “I feel fine with the sun in my 
eyes/The wind in my hair/Falling out of the sky.” It’s 
still more Counting Crows than Whiskeytown, how- 
ever, and there’s predictable mush in the mix like

nately, like a good boxer hanging on the ropes try- 
ing to make a comeback, The Wallflowers seem to 
have summoned up some of its best musical 
punches on Red Letter Days.

A heavy metal heart beats at the center of Saliva’s 
hooky melodies, The band’s first single, “Always,” 
opens the door with a bang, while “Separated Self” 
funks Red Hot Chili Peppers-style with a mighty 
chorus that'll detonate your speakers, the title track 
has plenty of Kid-Rock-friendly rapping, “Holding 
On” delivers deep down dirty guitar licks, and 
there’s even some pub-rock swagger on “Superstar 
ll.” You can almost taste the sweat that went into 
the fast-paced “Raise Up,” a fist-in-the-air anthem 
that Jon Bon Jovi only wishes he had written. While 


several tracks remained uncompleted at press 
time, it’s safe to say Back Into Your System is acom- 
pendium of modern rock styles glued together with 
acraftsmanly attention to production. Perhaps best 
of all, in singer Josey Scott, Saliva has collared a 
genuinely affecting vocalist. Witness “Rest in 
Pieces,” a track written for the band by songwriter 
James Michael and Motley Criie’s Nikki Sixx—it’s 
electric with emotion. Lyrics imploring an ex-lover 
to “Find it in your heart to make this go away/ And 
let me rest in pieces” gives the album its most 
poignant track, but it’s no power ballad. It’s rife with 
ballsy licks—a sure-fire smash for radio. It’s some- 
times difficult to straddle that fine line between 
hard rock aggression and radio friendly riffs, but 
Saliva swaggers back and forth between the two 


like it owns them. —Dee Mc Laughlin 


BEYOND THE CALM OF THE CORRIDOR 
(Scratchie/New Line) 

Like so many young rockers who count Tool as an 
influence, Chi-town quintet The Blank Theory has 
Deep Thoughts to share. The group’s major-label 
debut is filled with dark ruminations on individuali- 
ty highlighted by the song “A Fear Of God,” deliv- 
ered by vocalist Nathan Leone in deadly and 
unfortunate earnest.

Those same people will claim Pearl 
Jam’s latest, Riot Act, is another version of the same 
album the group has been making since Vitalogy. And 
they'd be right. Dwelling on the damage of 9/11, Eddie 
Vedder & Co. seem desperate to make a statement but 
instead saddle themselves with their deep-rooted bias- 
es. While songs like “Love Boat Captain” find Vedder 
poignantly mixing his trademark anger with lament, he

Nearly 
every track is defined by lo-fi synths imitating guitars, or lo-fi guitars imitating 
synths, with Ministry meets Depeche Mode drum machines that strangely 
never seem to get old. If Evil Heat could transport you to the place and time 
where its songs would thrive, you’d spend part of your evening in the base- 
ment of the Metro in Chicago around 1986 listening to “Miss Lucifer” and

to stay awake as he drags through a self-indulgent version of “Space Blues 
#2.” Although Evil Heat doesn’t come close to the brilliance of XTRMNTR, it is 
an honest record. If you can spare an evening for a little time-travel, it’s worth 
the $16. — Wade Brado 


In 1918, Germany was reeling from defeat 
in World War |, suffering a weak economy 
and a lack of jobs. One of the 100,000 
Jews who served in the German army, 
Max Rothman (John Cusack) returns to 
his family minus an arm—a truly unfortu- 
nate circumstance for a painter. But the 
educated, witty and charming artist is an 
optimist, turning his skills into a success- 
ful career as an art dealer, specializing in 
modernism. 

Always on the lookout for new talent 
—and polite to a fault—he encourages a 
mediocre artist (Noah Taylor) who comes 
to him, begging for representation. The 
painter is a sullen, repulsive soldier with 
zero social skills and a huge chip on his 
shoulder in addition to his limited talent. 
Still, Rothman senses a gift in the other-

And when 007 wasn’t 


his voice as a painter. Instead, the 
budding artist, named Adolph Hitler, 
angry that Rothman enjoys a mistress

ness, a beautiful home and a keen 
intellect, finds his voice as the worst 
kind of hate-monger, telling his racist 
army buddies, “I don’t believe in anti- 
semitism.

This film was difficult to pro- 
duce, partly due to the danger of having 
Hitler portrayed in a sympathetic light. 
But writer/director Menno Meyjes (The 


battling international criminals, it was all 
about the babes.

“And since we’ve had some of our cars returned 
wrecked, you must leave a much larger credit card deposit than normal.” 

The most popular rental at the Car Collection? In Babcock’s words, 
it’s “whatever is hot” that month. “When the new VW Bugs first came 
out a few years ago, it was those. Today, it’s the Mini Cooper.” 

And the rental agency isn’t only for big spenders—they also 
stoop to the plebian tastes of the masses. “We still rent compact cars, 
sure,” says Babcock, laughing. “A Ford Escort is only $40 a day. Come 
on down.” —Jim McLauchlin

More than just a convenient pleasure device used to 
french kiss and “lick it up,” the tongue is actually a com- 
plex organ serving scores of crucial bodily functions. 
Highly mobile and muscular, it has the unusual ability to 
vary in shape-something it shares with another 
extremely important body part. Its numerous functions 
include mastication (chewing), deglutition (swallowing) 
and, of course, articulation (speech). Try saying “I really 
love it hard” without using your tongue. 


All healthy tongues are covered by a mucus membrane 
that’s rough in certain areas. But the tongue’s surface 
can also be adversely affected by certain vitamin defi- 
ciencies. In addition to its complex motor and nerve 
supply, the tongue is dotted throughout with taste 
buds. Depending on the type, location, and sensory 
nerve capacity, these cool buds allow us to experi- 
ence sweet, sour, Salty and bitter tastes. 


The tongue’s musculature is highly complicated. 
Divided into two halves by a median groove down 
the center (Some people’s are more pronounced 
than others), each half is made up of four muscles, 
allowing it to move in different directions and 
change shape.

t’s every man’s worst fear: a woman laughing at his penis. But 

for David “Friendy” Friend and Simon Morley, it’s all in a day’s 

work. Yes, these self-proclaimed Penis Puppeteers and pur- 
veyors of genital origami drop trou and have their members scruti- 
nized, pointed at, laughed at, and—if it’s an especially good 
performance, sniffed—by men and women of all ages and sexual 
persuasions. But wait, there’s more: a live camera closes in on their 
average (Friend) to slightly above-average (Morley) penises and that 
image is relayed, many, many times normal size, onto a screen. The 
audience is hysterical. 

But hey, it’s a living. Lounging on a rooftop pool, L.A. laid out 
below under the thick murk Angelenos call a “marine layer,” the 
Aussie-born Penis Puppeteers have their moneymakers sheathed 
under swim trunks. It’s the day after their Los Angeles debut at the 
Coronet Theater. Usually in Hollywood, it’s a given that any per- 
former can get hot chicks, but today the penis groupies are decid- 
edly absent. 

In fact, the duo claims penis groupies don’t really exist. Never 
happens. Morely mock sighs: “My theory, developed over many 
years, is that girls have an ownership of the penis; a girl does not like 
you to show ‘their’ penis, so she can’t psychologically get around the 
fact that we're sharing ours with everyone.” 

That’s about all the intellectualizing that goes into the much- 
ballyhooed Puppetry of the Penis show, which travels, with four dif- 
ferent lineups of puppeteers, worldwide. 

The show is completely non-sexual, furthers Friendy, behind his 


ubiquitous sunglasses and mustache. But after 
90 minutes of pud-pulling , “I’m ready for [sex] 
after a show,” he confesses. “I’m ready before the 
show,” offers Morley. Unfortunately, an errant 
press item was published claiming the Pup- 
peteers had to save their manly juices— much like 
athletes before a performance. “It’s not true, it’s 
not true,” moans Morely, who, unlike his penis 
partner, is girlfriend-less. He adds, “And, no, you 
don’t pick up anyone straight after the show. But, 
if you meet people at a pub who have seen the 
show or heard about it, that might be advanta- 
geous.” Perhaps Morely is solo due to his pickup 
line: “You’ve seen my genitals, how about | see 
yours?” Truthfully, he’s never used it, but with the 
lack of penis groupies, he soon may have to take 
such desperate measures. 

In terms of what actually happens in the bed- 
room, here’s a little secret: you cannot do penis 
puppetry with a stiffy. “It’s not pliable,” they 
explain, though Friendy did show his gal pal 
“the hamburger” on their first date. And we’re 
not talking McDonalds. This human burger 
involves testicle twisting and penis positioning, 
the end result looking like a poppy-seed bun 
and, depending on the “puppeteer,” a small-to- 
large piece of meat between the buns. It’s 
enough to turn an audience vegetarian. 

The hamburger was the first dick-trick Morley 
saw, demonstrated to him by younger brother 
Justin. “Every guy in the history of the world has 
done something like this,” Morley says, “This,” referring to genital 
manipulation of the sort that doesn’t have the proverbial “happy 
ending.” Soon, the Morleys had a repertoire of tricks to amuse 
themselves and others. Eventually, Friendy approached Morely, 
who he knew by reputation, at a restaurant. “He came up to me 
and said, ‘do you do dick-tricks?,’”” recalls Morley. That very night, 
a new dick-trick, the “roller skate,” was invented, in commemora- 
tion of the two dick-trickers united. By 1997, Puppetry of the Penis 
was born, and has since expanded, so to speak. There are frequent 
auditions for new, er, members. 

Requirements? 

“Shamelessness!” laughs the duo. 

While both Friendy and Morley are circumcised “but stretchy,” 
the requirements aren't, er, lengthy.
